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IN  value  garden  plants  may  range  from  exceedingly  fine  to  very 
poor.  While  we  understand  this  perfectly,  nevertheless,  we  did 
not  feel  that  it  was  our  privilege  to  dictate  to  our  customers  what 
they  should  use.  Consequently,  in  the  past,  we  offered  them,  as  a 
matter  of  service,  a  choice  of  everything  in  the  seed  trade,  telling  the 
truth  about  the  value  of  the  several  items  and  leaving  the  decision 
to  them. 

The  result  of  this  policy  merely  confirmed  our  opinion  that  our 
customers  are  persons  of  more  than  average  taste  and  discrimination ; 
persons  who  are  not  interested  in  commonplace  things.  This  being 
the  fact,  it  would  appear  that  we  are  doing  them  no  real  service  in 
cataloging  these  mediocre  and,  in  many  instances,  worthless  things. 
Since  they  will  have  nothing  but  the  best  there  is  no  point  in  asking 
them  to  wade  through  a  long  list  of  undesirables  in  order  to  find  the 
good  things  that  they  really  want. 

For  this  reason,  from  this  issue  of  our  seed  supplement,  we  have 
eliminated  all  “junk”  material.
